1999Alberta Seniors Games on the go

Three years ago, in June 1996 the bid committee celebrated 
being awarded the 1999 Alberta Seniors Games. This week, they 
can hardly believe the time has passed and the day is almost here. 

"I'm feeling quite excited and optimistic in anticipation of 
having some very successful games," says Bill Cowan, co-chair of 
the Olds/Didsbury Alberta Seniors Games committee. 

Mary Turner, his fellow co-chair says, "The adrenaline has 
certainly kicked in at this point." She admits that part of the 
reason she's been able to keep up with the last minute details is 
a mix of the excitement and a little bit of nervous energy. 

The co-chairs, togethei with a total of 677 volunteers at last 
count, have worked long and hard in preparation of the huge 
event that will be jointly hosted by the two communities. 

"It has been very interesting to watch how the two communi¬ 
ties have come together to make this happen," says Cowan. And, 
happen it will starting this weekend. 

The action starts Sunday morning with the torch relay from 
Didsbury to Olds and runs through next Wednesday afternoon. 

A total of about 1100 participants are expected to begin 
arriving late this week from around the province. Their spouses 
and spectators are expected tot total in the thousands and they 
will all be camping, billeting, or hotelling in and around Olds and 
Didsbury. 

The participants will compete in sports like cycling, to more 
relaxed events like cribbage, but they will all be competing to 
named the best of the best in the province. 

"I am really looking forward to all of the participants coming 
in from across the province... It will be a real rush," says Turner. 

Cowan says that he hopes community members come out in 
droves to make those attending the Games feel welcome in our 
community. He has one simple tip to make them feel at home... 

"Smile." 

Cowan says he believes the spin-offs of the hosting the games 
will make local business people and residents "Smile." He be¬ 
lieves Olds residents and Didsburians will see everything from 
increased sales for local merchants during the games and follow¬ 
ing, to seniors who, once they've come here for the event, decide 
to return to live or to visit. "I have great anticipation our 
communities are going to have a great deal of benefit from this," 
he says. 

"It's all building in excitement and momentum," says Turner. 

She says many of the committee directors and other volun¬ 
teers attended parts of the 1998 Seniors Games in Three Hills 
last summers. That is where the feeling of anticipation and 
excitement began to really take hold, and the planning began to 
move at light speed. 

The culmination of the efforts of hundreds of volunteers come 
together this week. "The committees have worked very hard," 
says Cowan who adds that he sends out a "very deep and heartfelt 
thank-you" to those people. He and Turner had a chance to say 
that very thing to the volunteers at a volunteer rally on Monday 
night. 

Other last minute details are being taken care of early this 
week. On Tuesday night there was a rehearsal for the opening 
ceremonies. On Wednesday night there was the last big executive 
meeting before the event. On Thursday night the rehearsals fro 
the closing ceremonies will take place at the Didsbury Memorial 
Complex. On Saturday, the pre-games entertainment and the 
welcoming mat is rolled out for the participants. Sunday the 1999 
Alberta Seniors Games officially begin. 

"I hope the weather cooperates, and I hope everyone can come 
and take part," says Turner. Admission buttons are $5 for adults 
and they get you into all of the events and venues. Children 12 
and under are free. "These games are for everyone," says Turner. 
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Water supply low despite heavy rainfall

It's hard to believe that there 
is actually a water shortage de¬ 
spite the seemingly endless down¬ 
pour the area has seen over the 
past weeks, but it is true. 

Town director of operations, 
Wes Yeoman said he has now 
been sent two warning from the 
Anthony Henday Water Treat¬ 
ment Plant regarding the usage 
of water in the towns along the 
line, which include Bowden, Olds, 
Didsbury and Carstairs. 

"We re all in this together," he 
said referring to all of the towns 
along the line. 

On July 12 the first warning 
was issued. It stated, "The Moun¬ 
tain View Regional Water Serv¬ 
ices Commission has limited 
water supplies due to the amount 
of sediment in the Red Deer River 
and the shut down of the Innisfail 
water treatment plant. To en¬ 
sure that there is adequate do¬ 
mestic water, the Commission is 
requesting users to start level 
one water restriction (limiting 
use of water for lawns and non- 
essential services).” 


Yeoman further explains, "It 
is actually harder to get treated 
water to people. There is a lot of 
water, just not good quality wa¬ 
ter to draw from." He said the 
flooding of Red Deer River was 
causing all kinds of debris to stir 
up from the bottom of the river¬ 
bed, meaning it was taking a lot 
longer for the plant to treat the 
flow and get it into the communi¬ 
ties. 

A High Streamflow Advisory 
issued on Wednesday proves the 
point. Between the 24 hours of 
Tuesday, July 13, and Wednes¬ 
day, July 14, up to 60 millimetres 
of rain had fallen in the foothills 
of Central Alberta, and it didn't 
stop there. In the following two 
days, another 90 mm of precipi¬ 
tation came down, and it contin¬ 
ued to fall late into the week 
causing very high rise in the Red 
Deer River, the source for local 
water. 

In fact, the plant itself was in 
danger at one point. Yeoman 
explains that the second warn¬ 
ing from the Anthony Henday 
plant came Wednesday when they 


Town system okay

Flooding hasn't been a big problem for town crews, but it may have 
been for some local residents. 

Town of Didsbury director of operational services says, "No 
problem," when it comes to the operation of the sewage system in 
Didsbury. 

Yeoman explains that part of this is because of the system itself, 
but part of it is simply because of the geographic location. "The water 
just seems to flow away on either side," says Yeoman. 

Although the town crews haven't been busy mopping up, some 
local residents have. Sump pumps have been running in basements 
in the low lying areas of town. Yeoman says there are some 
backyards that don't have proper drainage away from the homes 
causing the extreme amounts of rain to seep in through walls and 
windows. 
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informed the towns along the 
water line that there was a possi¬ 
bility that the plant would have 
to be evacuated as water from the 
river crept up along the walls 
and threatened the structure and 
the people inside. The call from 
the commission indicated that if 
the plant had to be evacuated, 
the operations would have to be 
shut down completely, and the 
towns would have to rely solely 
on their reserves. 

Yeoman says Didsbury’s re¬ 
serve would last a couple of days 
if everyone in town limited their 
water use. But, luckily, says Yeo¬ 
man, it didn't come to that point 
of emergency measures. 

Just to be sure that the water 
coming into town as slowly as it 
was being treated, was meeting 
the demand Yeoman says they 
have had to stop bulk water sales 
in Didsbury and other towns 
along the lines until the situa¬ 
tion returns to normal. But, com¬ 
pletely normal could be weeks 
away even though the sun has 


returned to the sky. 

Yeoman explains that even 
after the rains stops and the sun 
begins to shine, it will take some 
time for the Red Deer River and 
the treatment plant to get the 
flow steady and clean. 

"We're looking at a few weeks 
at least for the situation to be 
totally back to normal," says 
Yeoman. In the meantime, he 
asks that residents don't overuse 
the supply. 

"Use moderation in doing non- 
essential things like watering 
grass and washing cars," he says. 
The town will notify residents 
when the water supply is no 
longer being affected. He also 
notes that concerns that the water 
is undrinkable are unfounded. 
The treatment process is the same, 
it is just that it is taking longer 
to get it done because of the 
sediment. 

Reports late Monday indicated 
the water at Dickson Dam had 
peaked and water levels are be¬ 
ginning to receed.

Joel Windsor has 
composed and will perform the Games Song on the keyboard, and will lead the Torch Bearer, the RCA Band will 
accompany him on his arrangement. The Royal Canadian Legion will perform the flag raising ceremony. A special 
presentation from the Divine Dance Academy of Olds will precede the Participant's Oath. The Dance Academy will be 
performing a wonderful tribute to the seniors. The event will culminate with the lighting of the Games cauldron, 
signifying the start of the activities, and the fellowship that will occur throughout the next three days. With the Torch 
entrance and lighting, you can expect a spectacular finish to the Opening Ceremonies. 

Following the Opening Ceremonies, Games participants and volunteers are invited to the Minister's Reception, 
hosted by the Honourable Stan Woloshyn, Minister of Alberta Community Development, held in the beautifully 
decorated Olds Auxiliary Ice Arena. Pre-Ceremonies entertainment begins at 6:30 p.m. 


Torch Relay ready to roll

When the torch is lit for the 
Alberta Seniors Games, it will 
ignite four days full of excite¬ 
ment, action, and spirit of coop¬ 
eration. 

The torch symbolizes much 
more than a little flame atop a 
stick, it symbolizes the spirit of 
everyone involved making the 
Games a reality in Olds and Dids¬ 
bury and the excitement of the 
participants and spectators. 

On July 25 at 11:30 a.m. the 
torch relay will begin, taking 
more than 70 people the 17 kilo¬ 
metres between Didsbury and 
Olds either running or walking 
with that symbolization carried 
carefully in their hands. 

Blair Fearey, the torch relay 
coordinator is only days away 
from seeing weeks, months, and 
years of planning take its first 
strides. 

The event will begin at the 
gazebo in downtown Didsbury, 
where honored members of the 
Games committee will come to¬ 
gether with members of the com¬ 
mittee and community of Three- 
Hills who last hosted the Seniors 
Games. 

"They will be bringing the 
flame to Didsbury and they will 
be lighting the torch to carry on 


the flame," says Fearey. 

Speeches from members of the 
Alberta Sport and Recreation 
Council, the Alberta Senior Citi¬ 
zens Sports and Recreation As¬ 
sociation, the local dignitaries, 
mayors and the MLA, will bring 
the significance of the event into 
focus. 

Then, a five foot cauldron will 
be ignited on the ATCO stage, 
and running or walking will be¬ 
gin. 

The streets of dowtown Dids¬ 
bury will come alive with the 
spirit of seniors as the first relay 
team made up of Didsburians, 
Joyce Armour, Edna Vermunt 
and Wynne Wollen, head down 
the path. 

Their first stop along the way 
will pay tribute to a very 
honorable senior in our commu¬ 
nity. The torch will be brought to 
the Auxiliary Hospital, where 
they will be met by Bill Gibbs, 
101, who was recently honored 
by the federal government's of 
Canada and France for his role 
in World War 1. It is expected 
that Gibbs will be handed the 
torch for a short time to involve 
him in the event, and then it will 
passed back to carry on its jour¬ 
ney to Olds College Alumni Cen¬ 
tre. 


Along the way, the relay teams 
will be escorted by a 1929 Model 
T Ford donated by ATCO to set 
the mood for the Seniors Games. 

All of the 70 participants in 
the actual relay are seniors from 
around the Zone 2 area who are 
55 years or older, but Fearey 
says he believes the oldest par¬ 
ticipant is 83 years old. While 
most will be walking their dis¬ 
tance, there are four or five sen¬ 
iors who will run. 

When the relay arrives at the 
Alumni Centre around 4:30, it 
will be greeted by the zone repre¬ 
sentatives from around the prov¬ 
ince who will be the last to offi¬ 
cially handle the torch before the 
completion of the ceremonies. 

But, there are many seniors 
in the community of Olds who 
will be unable to get to the street 
to view the torch, and because 
they are such an important part 
of the spirit of the Games, organ¬ 
izers say they will take the torch 
and the Model T around to the 
Mountain View and Kiwanis Sen¬ 
iors Lodge and the Evergreen 
Centre. 

Fearey says he encourages 
spectators to attend the kick-off 
event in Didsbury at 11:30 at the 
gazebo, or to line up along the 
route to cheer the teams on. 


Fundraising is raising roof

There was a mountain of 
money to raise to make the Al¬ 
berta Seniors Games a reality in 
Olds and Didsbury this week. 

Once the bid committee deter¬ 
mined that Olds and Didsbury 
had been awarded the Games, 
the association in charge of the 
event provincially donated 
$145,000. An additional $50,0000 
cash commitment from the towns 
was a good start, but the total 
expected budget was $360,000. 

A little overwhelming for a 
committee of three local men, 
Roy Brassard, Claude Baril and 
Joe Gustavson, but a task they 
undertook willingly. 

The fundraising started al¬ 
most immediately after the towns 
were awarded the honor. Now, 
more than two years later the 
mountain is beneath them, and 
the games upon them. 

"It has gone very well," says 
Brassard, director of the Friends 
of the Games committee. "It's 
always rewarding to see so many 
people who are not only willing 


to participate in, but also to sup¬ 
port a local initiative like this." 

There is no official total on the 
bottom line yet, but Brassard is 
optimistic that the outcome will 
be positive. 

It will all go into making each 
piece of the giant machine that is 
the Games run smoothly. 

But it wasn't just the cash 
from the large corporations that 
helped the enormous fundrais¬ 
ing task. It was the little things 
that will significantly affect the 
daily operations and covenience 
for the participants that the com¬ 
mittee is thankful for. From the 
company who donated the coffee 
creamers to the donated land 
space being made available to 
campers and facilities being do¬ 
nated. 

"The list just goes on and on,” 
says Brassard adding that all 
those little things may seem small 
but that they "all contribute in a 
very meaningful way." 

There were, of course, large 
donations by big companies that 
made a big dent in the bottom 


line. 

"This has been a major fund¬ 
raising event," says Brassard. 

The goal has been to make 
sure the Seniors Games commit¬ 
tee comes out the other side with 
a balanced, or even a surplus 
budget, because that could mean 
that the true spirit of the Games 
will never leave the communities 
who have collectively worked so 
hard to make them a reality. 

Brassard explains that if there 
is a surplus budget once all of the 
bills have been paid, a committee 
that will consist of Games volun¬ 
teer committee members, mem¬ 
bers of the Alberta foundation 
that is responsible for the games, 
and the two town offices will 
come together to determine the 
future of those funds. 

If they decide to set up a 
Legacy Fund, which is an ac¬ 
count that would go towards 
future activities in the commu¬ 
nity, then the government foun¬ 
dation will put an additional 
$25,000 into the coffer.

On July 9 and 10, my family 
and some friends chose the Dids- 
bury campground to camp at while 
participating in a slow-pitch tour¬ 
nament in Didsbury. Being from 
Olds, it is only a 10 minute drive to 
Didsbury, but we felt that we could 
make this an outing the whole 
family could enjoy by camping. 

First of all, the campground is 
obviously well cared for as the 
grass was well kept, and the wash¬ 
rooms were very clean, and the 
overall appearance of the 
campground was favourable. 

The problem we encountered 
was with the management. I know 
that rules are made for certain 
reasons, however, some flexibility 
is also crucial. 

While we were setting up our 
camps and getting organized, one 
car had pulled onto the grass near 
one site for a short time. Two 
wheels were on the grass and two 
on the gravel roadway. The man¬ 
agement came up to tell us the car 
had to be removed, and we re¬ 
spected the wishes, and moved 
the car. 

The real problem came on Sat¬ 
urday when the manager was yell¬ 
ing at our children to stay off the 
grass.

The Towns of Olds and Dids- 
bury have been buzzing for the 
last few months as they prepare 
to host the province at the 11th 
Alberta Seniors Games.

To develop land purchased by the Town of Didsbury, the council had to pass a bylaw to borrow 
the $250,000 necessary to allow the project to go ahead. 

Didsbury council purchased 10 acres of land on the north side of town and is planning to 
subdivide and sell the property for light industrial purposes. 

Town chief administrative officer, Evan Parliament, told council that he is not concerned 
that the town has had to borrow to allow for the purchase and other associated land 
development costs. 

The bylaw that was passed to allow the town to borrow that money actually allows for up to 
$300,000, but Parliament says that the project won't require that much. The intent is to have 
the loan paid off in three years, according to the provisions of the bylaw, but Parliament says 
the administration is hopeful that the debt will be retired in less than a year. 

He says he believes this is possible because of the interest that has already been expressed 
in the lots in the subdivision that would create enough revenue for early payment and to add 
to the town's reserves. 

Already, ground breaking and other preliminary work has been started on the property this 
summer, and the first construction is expected in the coming weeks, as property titles and other 
fine details are being completed this week.

The General Store

The General Store was a place 
of meeting for the pioneers when 
they first arrived with their cov¬ 
ered wagons to start a new life 
on the quarter section home¬ 
stead that the land agents had 
allotted to them. This was the 
first place they would visit when 
picking up supplies. Here they 
would perhaps meet a neigh¬ 
bour who had arrived before 
them, talk about the land, and 
just maybe find out where they 
could purchase a milk cow. The 
grocer was a friend as well as a 
source of information for the 
new pioneer. 

The General Store was a 
wonderful place - shelves filled 
with all the basic necessities of 
life, well worn wooden floors, a 
long wooden counter with all 
kinds of wonderful things in 
jars. Children would gaze in 
wonder at the barley sugar 
sticks, the licorice, and suck¬ 
ers, hoping Mom might have a 
penny left over after the neces¬ 
sary things had been purchased. 

Standing in the corner would 
be the sacks of flour, sugar and 
oatmeal, the apple barrels, the 
pickle barrels, the cracker bar¬ 
rel and all the other products 
the General Store had to offer. 
Often the store carried a copy of 
the Eaton's catalogue, and la¬ 
dies would drool over bolts of 
material, flour sacks, buttons, 
thread and all the notions needed 
for sewing. Maybe after the first 
crop was harvested they could 
purchase a sewing machine from 
Eaton’s to sew clothes for their 
growing families. 

At times the General Store 
would also serve as the post 
office, so you could read a news¬ 
paper from the nearest large 
town or city. The store would 
serve as a gathering place to 
exchange views and ideas, maybe 
to plan a barn raising. The pro¬ 
prietor would be the source of 
tools and lumber needed for this 
as well. 

Outside the store on the 
sidewalk would be machinery, 
tools and all sorts of equipment 
the new pioneer would need to 
work his new land - walking 
plows, axes and wheels. 

The General Store was a place 
to dream, a place of hope for the 
future, a future that in this 
often rugged prairie, which 
could be very cruel. The pio¬ 
neers chose to make a new life 
for their families, and we all 
know that they did! They were 
generally successful in spite of 
the hardships that came their 
way. 

We have a lot of this history 
preserved at the Didsbury Mu¬ 
seum. Take a moment to come 
out and view how life was lived 
in simpler times.

Table 
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Last week would have been the anniversary of my first 
paying job which was working in Mrs. Obermeyer's Food 
Concession at the Ponoka Stampede. Mrs. Obermeyer 
owned Dress Rite Ladies Wear and I have no idea why she 
decided to go into the temporary fast food business. As an 
unsophisticated 12-year-old farm kid I didn't think to 
question this unlikely expansion of the ready to wear 
market. I was so thrilled and excited at the chance to go to 
the Stampede, earn some money, stay away from home for 
a week, and be with my town cousins, that I didn't question 
anything. 

At 12, my annual clothing allowance was probably 
about $2 so I had not had much contact with Mrs. 
Obermeyer or her store. The little I knew of her was pretty 
intimidating. She was a large, tightly-coreseted lady, who 
wore dark crepey dresses trimmed with satin or sequined 
collars and cuffs. Her silver hair was arranged in militarily- 
aligned waves. Her expression was permanently cranky. 
Maybe she smiled for customers with money but she had 
never smiled at me. I was a little afraid of Mrs. Obermeyer 
but I didn't expect to see much of her. My Aunt Helen, who 
worked as a clerk in the store, was going to oversee the 
concession. 

Helen's kids, my cousins Dot and Bill, already had jobs 
in the booth and when Aunt Helen asked me if I would like 
to work she mentioned that they needed one more person. 
I asked if my friend June Churchman could come and she 
was hired sight unseen. Oh this was going to be a grand 
adventure. Sunny days with some of my very best friends, 
the smell of the infield, the roar of the crowd, lanky 
cowboys strolling the Midway and eating MY hamburgers, 
the music of the meriy go round and the ferris wheel, all 
those beautiful horses, free stampede junk food, exciting 
people. It was as good as running away to join the circus, 
better even, I could have all this fun and freedom without 
breaking my mother’s heart. 

The first disappointment was that employees could not 
see the parade. We had to be at the grounds early so that 
we could feed the midway and carny workers. June and I 
felt better about this when we showed our worker's passes 
at the gate and did not have to pay the $0.25 admission. I 
was upholding family tradition by doing child labour at the 
Stampede. When my dad was very little, he worked at a 
stampede booth selling candy. Under the counter was a 
washtub with a dipper in it and Dad had been told that he 
was not to touch the dipper, the tub or its contents. He very 
carefully obeyed orders and avoided trouble. But he did 
admit to selling his cousin Leonard about two pounds of 
peanut brittle for a nickel. 1 don't suppose the proprietor 
cared much, the candy was obviously a front for the real 
business. There was no washtub under Mrs. Obermeyer’s 
counter but if we had any illusions about getting into the 
ice cream they were about to be shattered. A large, black, 
bombazine backside pretty well hid the freezer that held the 
ice cream and she held on to the scoop like a badge of office. 

The hats were the next surprise. Everyone who worked 
had to wear one, they had come from the store and their 
cost would be deducted from our wages. They were Mexi- 
can-style hats, very cheap felt with a ball fringe all around 
the brim and a sliding bead under your chin. It rained the 
next day and the brims melted into scallops that made the 
ball fringe bounce around under our earlobes. We had to 
take them ofT to see the customers. 

A skinny Saskatchewan farm boy was the assistant to 
the Salt and Pepper operator. The Salt and Pepper was two 
little canisters on a long, single boom. The boom swung 
sedately round and round, up and over. "Come early 
tomorrow morning," he told us, "and I will give you a free 
ride." It seems that the S and P was capable of a lot more 
speed than we had previously seen. After June and I had 
crawled around on the ground retrieving our money, 
lipsticks, gate passes and drooping hats, we decided that we 
were pretty well finished with midway rides. 

I don't remember what our rate of pay was and I think 
we were allowed free food in limited quantity. I did have 
fun, and even after she deducted the price of the hat I had 
made enough money to buy a turquoise tweed allweather 
coat that was passed around through my family for several 
years. I don't know what became of the Mexican hats.

Some people 
live for adventure. I 
have limits - especially 
when the adventure in¬ 
volves risk to life and limb. 
One summer, my husband's 
job required him to install, 
monitor and retrieve instru- 
mentation to measure water 
levels in numerous remote 
lakes in northern Ontario. 
On his last trip of the season he had to pull all the instrument 
boxes. As this was a holiday weekend for me, I decided to 
accompany him. Bad choice! Little did I know what awaited 
me on this down time. 

The weather was miserable the day we were to board the 
little pontoon equipped single engine Cessna 180 at a lake a 
few miles from the tiny village where we were staying. The 
pilot informed us that we wouldn't be able to depart until the 
clouds lifted. Visibility was very poor. This meant a wait of 
several hours in cold drizzle. By noon, the pilot announced 
that we would take our chances and venture forth. Because of 
the delay and the fact that he wasn't sure in what order we 
would land on the various lakes, the pilot had not filed a flight 
plan. I didn’t know this at the time. 

Problems began immediately. The plane came equipped 
with only two seats. A rickety shelf-like structure had been 
installed behind the seats. My husband gallantly suggested 
that I should take the seat next to the pilot while he scrunched 
on the shelf beside a visibly leaking emergency gas can. As we 
taxied into the open water preparing for take-off, the door 
beside me suddenly flew open. The pilot was unperturbed by 
this occurrence and merely leaned across, pulled the door shut 
and tied it with a rope. "Sorry 'bout that," he said calmly. "That 
darn latch never works!" As the pilot lit a cigarette just feet 
from the gas can, I couldn't resist asking if anything else was 
broken. "Not much," he replied, "just the two-way radio and 
the heater. Never can count on either of them." Dire thoughts 


surfaced. 

The ride soon became alarmingly bumpy as the wind 
outside gained momentum. The pilot informed us that because 
of the late start and unpredictable weather, we would have to 
make this a quick trip. Instead of landing on the various lakes 
and securing the plane to a dock while my husband took a boat 
to the various sites, he would taxi the plane to the instruments 
and hold it steady while my husband stood on the pontoons to 
do his work. As I watched my husband lurch this way and that 
as the chop and propeller wash blasted over the slippery 
pontoons, my anxiety heightened. 

Halfway through this adventure, the pilot tried desperately 
to angle the plane into the wind for take-off. By this point the 
force of the wind coupled with the choppy water made this 
normally simple task daunting. The plane was buffeted from 
side to side. Several times the wings tipped so steeply that 
they actually touched the water. I suppressed the urge to 
scream, "Let me out of here!" My options were somewhat 
limited. 

Darkness descended rapidly. As we headed for home, the 
pilot informed us that we wouldn't be able to make it back 
to the lake from which we had started. There were no lights 
available to guide us to the dock. Instead we would have to 
land at a lake about five miles from where we had started. 
According to the pilot, the lights from hunting cabins along 
this new lake would guide us to a dock. He felt sure one of 
the hunters would agree to drive us to our vehicles. 
Somehow we managed to land on the lake in one piece. We 
taxied towards the flickering lights not knowing where a dock 
was located or whether there was danger of protruding rocks. 

Luck was with us. We managed to locate a dock. Except 
for erratic lights, total darkness surrounded us as we 
disembarked from the plane. My imagination took hold as 
we tripped through the rugged bush. Bears, wolves, mice 
and other creatures of the night loomed behind every tree. 
We stumbled towards the nearest lights. From a distance 
we could hear the raucous laughter of obviously intoxicated 
hunters. Our knock on the door of the first cabin was not 
welcomed. These hunters had come here to party, not chauf¬ 
feur stranded fliers. We continued down the beaten track until 
we came to the next lights. There we were greeted with a 
similarly rude response to our request for transportation. 
Expletives flew in our direction. 

At the third cabin the greeting was more friendly. "Sure I'll 
give you a life," a hunter slurred. "Don't know if I'm over my 
limit, but I need some fresh air." What to do? Either take a long 
stroll through the bush or take the chance that we would not 
encounter traffic or critters on the road. After a deep gulp, we 
squished into his seasoned pickup. 

Despite being jarred by ruts and much swerving, we 
somehow made it back to our vehicles intact. As we thanked 
this stranger, we crossed our fingers that he would remember 
where his friends were. 

Moral: Adventures are like ordering wings in a restaurant. 
You don't know how hot they will be until you bite into them.

Common Ground: The truth 
about youth criminal records

For years, parents, teach¬ 
ers and professionals have ad¬ 
monished society's youth about 
the negative impacts of ob¬ 
taining a criminal record. 
Properly referred to as Youth 
Court Records, youth crimi¬ 
nal records can adversely af¬ 
fect a person's life, their abil¬ 
ity to obtain employment, and 
their ability to travel freely 
throughout the world. 

Despite the seemingly wide¬ 
spread awareness about the 
consequences of obtaining a 
Youth Court Record, most 
young people cannot accu¬ 
rately describe the duration 
youth records are maintained 
nor the degree to which these 
records remain 

unconfidential. An informal 
study conducted by the Youth 
Justice Resource Program 
(YJRP) revealed that a major¬ 
ity of youth are under the im¬ 
pression that Youth Court 
Records are destroyed when 
an individual becomes 18- 
years-of-age. 

According to the Young Of¬ 
fenders Act, however, if a 
young person aged 12-17 is 
convicted of a less-serious of¬ 
fence, the records are not de¬ 
stroyed until after three years 
from the time the young per¬ 
son finishes their sentence. 
For more serious offences, 
records will not be destroyed 
until five years from the time 
the person completes his/ her 
sentence. Consequently, a 16- 
year-old convicted of a serious 
offence and receiving a two- 
year probation term, will have 
a Youth Court Record until 
the age of 23. 


Youth should also recog¬ 
nize that a record may be cre¬ 
ated about them even if they 
are not convicted of an of¬ 
fence. Sections 41 and 42 of 
the Young Offender's Act state 
that records can be kept by the 
RCMP Central Respository or 
by a police force where a young 
person has been "charged" or 
is "alleged to have committed" 
an offence. 

In addition, despite strict 
confidentiality regulations, 
youth records can be disclosed 
to court personnel, police of¬ 
ficers or any other person who 
is deemed by a judge to have a 
valid interest in the record. 
Information relating to crimi¬ 
nal records can also be shared 
with schools and school boards 
in cases where the disclosure is 
necessary to ensure compliance 
with a court order or to ensure 
the safety of school staff and 
other students. 


It is encouraging to note that 
in certain situations involving 
less serious offences, the YOA 
does give young persons charged 
with a criminal offence an op¬ 
portunity to avoid obtaining a 
criminal record through diver¬ 
sion programs. Youth Justice 
Committees and Community 
Justice Forums represent Al¬ 
ternative Measures programs 
which have been successful in 
holding youth accountable for 
their actions, while at the same 
time, educating them on the 
impact of criminal records, and 
giving them an opportunity to 
avoid being labelled a "young 
offender." 

Obtaining a Youth Court 
Record should be avoided at all 
costs. By continuing to educate 
young persons on the adverse 
impacts of criminal records, they 
will be better informed on mak¬ 
ing decisions which influence 
their futures.

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James C. Dobson, PH. D., is founder and president of Focus 
on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to the 
preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the father 
of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

For 14 years he was an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics and the university of Southern California School 
of Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
the Childrens' Hospital of Los Angeles. He has also been 
heavily involved in governmental acitivities relating to the 
preservation of the family. 

QUESTION: My husband has lost tens of thousands of 
dollars at a new casino in our area, and we now face bankruptcy. 
I am ashamed to tell family and friends; I feel so alone. Do you 
ever hear from others like me? 

DR. DOBSON: You are not alone! In the last few years. 
Focus on the Family has received hundreds of letters and phone 
calls from individuals in similar situations. Unfortunately, 
though, most Americans remain unaware of the tremendous 
damage that casinos and other forms of gambling are doing to 
our families and communities. 

For the past two years I served as one of nine members on the 
National Gambling Impact Study Commission. We traveled all 
across the country, commissioned extensive research, heard 
from dozens of the most respected authorities, and received 
testimony from hundreds of witnesses. We issued our final 
report to Congress and the president just last month. 

What I learned during these 24 months was distressing: More 
than 15 million Americans have significant problems related to 
gambling. Worse, the numbers are growing as gambling ex¬ 
pands. I am most concerned about the huge number of young 
people who are already hooked. 

According to our research, 15 percent of adolescents meet the 
technical criteria for problem or pathological gambling. Many 
are betting on card games and sports teams with their peers. 
Twenty-seven percent of teens have gambled in casinos, while 
more than four in 10 play the lottery. 

Further, the gambling industry actively cultivates the next 
generation of gamblers. Lotteries use cartoon characters and 
other ploys to entice the young with their advertising, casinos 
lure children with theme parks and video arcades, and gambling 
machines now appear in convenience stores and even bowling 
alleys in many states. 

Each new gambling addict — along with their families -- is 
destined for misery. Our commission discovered strong links 
between gambling problems and divorce, domestic violence, 
child abuse and crime, in addition to bankruptcy. Tragically, one 
in five addicted gamblers attempts suicide. 

Gambling operators make tremendous profits from individu¬ 
als such as your husband, yet do virtually nothing to help them. 
States devote a paltry 0.1 percent (l/1000th) of the revenues they 
receive from gambling for research and treatment of those 
addicted to the activity. The reason for this inaction is that such 
individuals are vital to their bottom line. 

Our commission's research showed that more than 13 percent 
of patrons at casinos, racetracks and lottery outlets are either 
problem or pathological gamblers, while another 18 percent are 
at risk for developing a gambling addiction. 

Further, compulsive gambling is not an easy problem to "fix." 
Only about 3 percent of addicted gamblers seek help in a given 
year. Those who do usually come to that decision only after 
having "bottomed out," causing immense pain and devastation to 
themselves and their loved ones. In addition, success rates for 
treatment are abysmally low. 

It is my hope and prayer that the work of our commission will 
be the first step in compelling Americans to re-evaluate their 
current infatuation with gambling. Unfortunately, political 
leaders have given the green light to gambling expansion 
without stopping to count the costs. Indeed, many of our elected 
officials are hooked on gambling contributions. 

I urge you, if you have not already done so, to contact a pastor 
or counselor in your area for help. If you need assistance in 
finding someone who can help, please contact our Counseling 
Department at Focus on the Family. Also, assistance can be 
obtained from Gamblers Anonymous and Gam-Anon (for family 
members of compulsive gamblers). 

I am saddened by your situation and the millions of others 
who have been devastated by gambling. We must begin to sound 
the alarm about gambling's dangers before even more families 
pay a similar price.

Infant car seal alert for parents 


The Alberta Motor Associa¬ 
tion (AMA) is advising consum¬ 
ers about a problem with infant 
car seats: Cosco Arriva (Models 
02-H29,02-H33,02-H34,02-H50 
and 02-H51) and Turnabout 
(Models 02-H58, 02-H59 and 02- 
H60). When the infant seat is 
carried outside of a vehicle with 
the head of the seat against the 
thigh or hip, there is a possibility 
that the carrying handle will 
release, allowing the seat and the 
infant to spill forward. This no¬ 
tice affects 49,577 infant seats 
manufactured March 1, 1995 to 
Sept. 10, 1997.

these seats should contact Cosco/ 
Dorel for a free fix kit which 
consists of a second lock to be 
installed by the consumer. Con¬ 
sumers may call Cosco/ Dorel at 
1-800-387-2229. Cosco, Dorel and 
Transport Canada recommend 
continued use of the seat while 
waiting for the kit, but warn 
against carrying the seat using 
the thigh or hip to balance the 
infant.

Mexican mission 

Three Didsburians are getting ready 
to leave on a mission to Mexico for the 
next three years. 

Greg and Shelli Neufeld, along with 
14-month-old son Talson, are busy 
packing their bags for their departure 
on Aug. 4. 

The three will be settling in 
Hermosillo, Mexico, which is the capi¬ 
tal city of Sonora. It will be a lot 
different than our little town, for they 
will become part of the one million 
people population. 

Their mission is through the Evan¬ 
gelical Free Church of Canada Mis¬ 
sion program, which the Neufelds started applying for almost two years ago. 

Their journey begins with a drive to Texas. They say that they will spend two weeks making 
the trip there, as sort of a holiday for the three. 

Once in Texas, they will spend nine months at the Rio Grande Bible Institution, where they 
have to learn Spanish. The bible institute is a school that trains Mexican pastors, and also 
allows missionaries to attend. 

After school's out, they will head to Hermosillo, where they will become part of a small church 
of about 50 people. They will be working with the Mexican pastor there, starting a youth 
program, as well as running a music program in the church. 

"There is a real need. There's nothing really for them," Shelli said of the congregation. 

She says that 50% of the population is 19 years and under. The Neufeld's goal is to start a 
program working with the nationals, and to eventually let them be self-sufficient. 

This isn't the first time the Neufelds have travelled to Mexico. Shelli spent six months there 
in 1993-94, and both Greg and Shelli went two years ago on a Koinonia Christian School trip. 

They had an option of going to Mexico or to Hungary. They say that they saw a real need 
in Mexico, and therefore chose that destination. 

The Neufelds have been busy in the last year raising money for their mission. It's not paid 
for by the church, so they took on their own fund-raising. They have people who are sponsoring 
them monthly, as well as others who gave gifts of money. 

They say that they are excited about their adventure, but Greg says "it's still kind of scary 
at the same time." 

"We've really felt the support of the town," Shelli said. "They're really encouraging us." 

"Didsbury will always be home," said Greg.

Stampede success 

Each year the Cal¬ 
gary Stampede attracts 
spectators and com¬ 
petitors from all over 
the world.

In response to this letter or 
contract by any direct marketer 
of gas, consumers should take 
their time and make an informed 
decision. When choosing to en¬ 
ter a contract for gas, consum¬ 
ers should:

New resource guide 


Manifest required 

Don't have your day spoiled and wallet lightened by getting 
a violation ticket from the RCMP or local police service for 
failing to complete a livestock manifest for transporting your 
livestock. 

Summer is here and with it comes an increase in the 
movement of livestock on Alberta's highways and roads. To 
assist the police in the investigation of livestock thefts, all 
people transporting livestock in Alberta by motorized transport 
are required to complete a livestock manifest and retain posses¬ 
sion of that manifest for two years. 

The Livestock Identification and Brand Inspection Act of 
Alberta regulates livestock manifest requirements. It defines 
livestock as: cattle, horses and game producing animals (bison, 
elk, deer, etc.). 

There are two excerptions where a manifest isn't required. 
The first is if you are transporting livestock to and from a 
veterinarian. The second is when a person possesses a Horse 
Permit obtained from Livestock Identification Services, for¬ 
merly the Alberta Brand Inspectors. 

Horse Permits were implemented for people who transport 
their horses frequently. They can be obtained through Live¬ 
stock Identification Services at a cost of $3 per head. For more 
information contact: Everett Loney (Red Deer Area) at (403) 
340-5373 or Wayne Daye (Calgary Area) at (403) 934-3353. 

Owners should be aware that Livestock Identification Serv¬ 
ices must inspect your horses prior to issuing a horse permit. 
Permit requests should allow adequate notice so that the 
inspection service can schedule its resources. If the permit is 
desired in a time period that does not allow proper scheduling, 
owners will be requested to transport their horses to the brand 
inspector. 

"Of the horses and cattle reported missing or stolen in Alberta 
in 1998, we haven't been able to recover 93 horses and 1,238 of 
cattle. With your assistance, we’d like to improve those num¬ 
bers," said Corporal Ed Turco, RCMP Livestock Investigation 
Section.

In 1998, there was widespread 
spraying of canola crops because 
of an outbreak of Lygus bug. 
The spraying resulted in nu¬ 
merous calls to government 
agencies, most of which identi¬ 
fied a lack of prior notification 
as a concern. 

"People were more accepting 
of the producers' requirement to 
spray when they knew what 
was happening and why," says 
Janet McLean, the pesticide 
team leader at Alberta Environ¬ 
ment. 

She adds that producers 
should contact neighbours who 
are immediately adjacent to a 
field that is to be sprayed. This 
is done to identify any potential 
hazards that could affect spray¬ 
ing decisions. 

Insect forecasts indicate that 
spraying may be necessary in 


some parts of Alberta again in 
1999. 

Although farmers have the 
legal right to apply pesticides on 
their property, Alberta Envi¬ 
ronment recommends notifying 
your neighbours several days 
prior to spraying. 

"Notification is simply a good 
neighbour policy that helps 
eliminate potential risks,” says 
McLean. "For example, some 
hazards may not be visible until 
spray equipment is too close to 
prevent damage or exposure." 

Providing notification 48 to 
72 hours in advance allows ad¬ 
jacent landowners to adjust 
their practices and schedules to 
better accommodate spraying. 
For example, livestock and bee¬ 
hives might be moved or other¬ 
wise protected. Residents can 
also be away from the area if 


they choose, or remain in their 
homes with their windows closed 
during spraying. 

Neighbours should be ad¬ 
vised of the insecticide that will 
be sprayed, the method of appli¬ 
cation (ground or air), the pest 
being targeted, the name of the 
application service (if a custom 
applicator has been hired), and 
any specific precautions that 
may be important (bee safety). 

If residents are concerned 
about spraying that may take 
place in their areas, they can 
always take a pro-active ap¬ 
proach and ask adjacent farm¬ 
ers about their crop protection 
plans.

Farmland values 
released 

According to a recently 
released Farm Credit Cor¬ 
poration (FCC) report, 
national farmland values 
rose by only 0.5% from 
July 1, 1998 to Jan. 1, 
1999. The increase is less 
than in previous periods. 
Uncertainly about the 
Canadian agricultural 
economy and commodity 
markets are a few of the 
reasons noted for the 
smaller increase. In Al¬ 
berta, land values are for 
the most part stable, al¬ 
though they remain 
strong in areas close to 
urban centres. These ar¬ 
eas include the corridor 
between Edmonton, Cal¬ 
gary and Lethbridge. Ar¬ 
eas of intensive farm op¬ 
erations also feature 
strong land prices. Most 
land prices in central and 
northern Alberta re¬ 
mained stable. Exceptions 
were in those areas af¬ 
fected by drought in 1998. 
The drought areas are 
experiencing a decrease in 
prices. On a provincial 
basis, land prices increased 
by 0.2% during the pe¬ 
riod. Saskatchewan fig¬ 
ures are identical to those 
in Alberta, a 0.2% increase. 
In British Columbia, farm¬ 
land values decreased by 
2.9%.

Statistics Canada re¬ 
cently released 1998 con¬ 
sumption data that reports 
beef consumption at 49.4 
pounds per year, retail 
weight. This figure is 
down slightly from the 

1997 consumption figure 
of 49.8 pounds per person 
during the year.

1998 was 45.2 pounds, 

retail weight, up 2.6 
pounds from the 42.6 
pounds per person in 1997. 
Chicken consumption is 
reported on a carcass ba¬ 
sis at 57.5 pounds for 1998, 
up 1.4 pounds from 1997. 
When reported on a bone¬ 
less basis, consumption is: 
beef 46.8; pork 42.3; and, 
chicken 34.4 pounds per 
person.
